“Will Die Fighting for Cause,’ De- 
clares Gaelic Envoy in Speech. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., March 
Shane Lesile, envoy of. the Geelic league, 
who will be tn Chicago on Monday as the 
guest of the Irish Fellowship club, delivered

the grand jury. 

On either side of the bench stood men 
of lanky, lean southern mountaineer type, 
each with a rifle slung across his arm. 
Ranged along the walls of the court room 
were others of these guards, while others 
bearing rifles and revolvers were scattered 
among the spectators in the court room. 

An fmpressive hush fell over the court 
room when Judge Staples charged the jury 
to let no man escape through fear or favor, 
but cautioned them also not to indict through 
a feeling of revenge. 

“Act only in the fear of God,’ said he, 
and from one of the mountaineers, as he 
dropped the butt of his rifle to the floor, 
came a fervent ‘‘ Amen.” : 

The jury needed only one session of a few 
hours to bring in the indictments. 

Late this evening Floyd Allen and the 
other prisoners who are held as witnesses 
were taken by special train to Roanoke.

CHIEF OF POLICE, UNAWARE, 
HELPS CONVICTS TO ESCAPE. 
Three Slayers of Nebraska Prison Of- 


ficials Force Farm Boy to Drive 
Them to Lincoln. 


Lincoln, Neb., March 16.—The frst trace 
of the three convicts who escaped from the 
Nebraska state prison after killing the war- 
den and two assistants last Thursday, was 
found this afternoon when it was learned 
they had stolen a milk wagon and team from 
a farm house near College View and had 
driven to town on the evening of the prison 
delivery. It develops that the police chief 
of Lincoln inadvertently helped the murder- 
ers to escape. 

The three men came to the house shortly 
before 10 o’clock. The men found a boy 
and his mother at home. They held up the 
couple and compelled them to keep them dur- 
ing the night. Early in the morning.they 
took a milk wagon and put the boy in with 
them. The party set out for the city. 

Shortly after 5 o’clock in the morning the 
wagon stuck in a snow drift near the home 
of Chief of Police Hunger, The chief was 
just returning from a search when he saw 
the wagon stalled in the drift. 

The boy, with a revolver against his ribs, 
told the officer he was driving to make an 
early delivery and the chief helped his horses 
through the drift and headed them up the 
alley to a paved street. The boy then drove 
to the railroad tracks in the northern part of 
the city where the men got out. 

Both the boy and his mother say they 
were terrorized. The convicts, according to 
the story told the police this morning by the 
boy, told his mother that if she telephoned 
in and they were stopped théy would kill 
the boy. They told the boy that if either he 
or his mother ever talked, they -would come 
back and kill them: The officers believe 
the story and are working on the clew.

Contests. Against. Taft Dele- 
gatés.in South to Be Taken 
to National Committee. ~ 


Roosevelt Manager Says. Proof of 
Fraudulent Methods. Will 
Be Presented. 


Washington, D. C., March 16.—Contests 
against Taft delegates, from all southern 
states to the Chicago Republican convention 
will be taken before the national committee 
in June by the Roosevelt forces, according 
to a statement given out today over the sig- 
nature of Senator Joseph M. Dixon, Col. 
Roosevelt's campaign manager. 

The announcement says: “In every south- 
ern state, and in almost every district in 
those states which have elected delegates to 
date, contests will come before the national 
committee.’’ 

The purpose of the Roosevelt managers to 
attempt the overthrow of all of President 
Taft's southern strength before it can be 
seated in the Chicago convention is further 
borne out by tableé contained in the Dixon 
statement. 


Claims Widely Divergent. 

The Dixon estimates give Col. Rooseyelt 
forty-four delegates and concede only four- 
teen to President. Taft: The Taft delegates 
from southern states, eighty-four. in num- 
ber, are placed in the “ contested column.”’ 

Director William B: McKinley of President 
Taft’s campaign committee, who also pub- 


Mehed a tabulated estimate of strength to- 


day, claimed 131 delegates for the president 
and conceded only thirteen to Col. Roosevelt. 

Senator Dixon’s statement declares con- 
tests will be made in all southern states, be- 
cause most of the conventions have “ been 
called and contr¢@lied by officeholders and 
have been illeggl and fraudulent both in 
character and in the methods pursued.” 

‘‘ Convincing proof.of this fact will. be pre- 
sented to the national committee,” added 
Senator Dixon, “ by fhe delegates instructed 
for Col. Roosevelt, none of them office hold- 
ers, elected by legal and proper methods, 
and in accordance with the call of the na- 
tional committee.”’

Herr Wermuth, Well Known in 
Chicago, Resigns Post. 


TAXES OAUSE OF ACTION. 


Other Members Refused to Impose 
Inheritance Duties.

BERLIN, March 16.—Herr Wermuth, Ger- 
man im al secretary of the treasury, who 
has many’ friends In Chicago, dating from 
the time when he was the kaiser’s commis- 
sioner genera) at the Columbian exposition, 
is the latest victim of the frenzied govern- 
ment finance in the fatherland. 

Wermuth today offered his resignation 
from the office which he has held only three 
years, as a result of a squabble with the 
chancellor and the rest of:the cabinet over 
the ways and means of VWinancing the forth- 
coming increase in the army and navy. 

Wermuth favored raising the wind by im- 
posing death duties on the rich estatea Chan- 
cellor Bethmann-Hollweg declined to con- 
gider thie source of revenue because it would 
have entailed grave parliamentary difficul- 
ties with the Catholic Center and Conserve- 
tive parties. 

Prince Buelow tottered as a result of try- 
ing to impose the inheritance tax on these 
all powerful! interests, and his successor has 
preferred to sacrifice Wermuth rather than 
court the disaster which sent Buelow into 
oblivion. 

The government now proposes to finance 
the naval and military expansion by reacind- 
ing the bounties hitherto paid on the pro- 
duction of spirits. It is estimated that 
$7,500,000 a year will be realized by this

THETR VEILS GROWING THIN. 


Predictions Truly Made That Ballot 
Will Be Demanded.

CONSTANTINOPLE, March 4.—The evo- 
lution of ideas is progresing rapidly in con- 
servative Turkey. Since the old sultan was 
dethroned by the Young Turks and ea new 
government lacking despotic power was in- 
stalled, all sorts of “‘ modern reforms” have 
been taken up by the people, particularly by 
the women. 

Dong locked up in hareme and permitted to 
go out only under etrict guard, the womerr 
have steadily gained more liberty until now 
they are not far behind their sisters in Chris- 
tian countries. Women of the poorer classes 
long have gone about alntost at will—but el- 
waye in groups and closely veiled. 

Recently the privilege of going about the 
streets on foot has been seized by the wives 
of rich Turks. They still wear the veil, of 
course; that is enjoined by the Koran, but 
véils are often seen so thin that the features 
may be perceived beneath, and the long 
cloaks in which the Koran requires women to 
be dressed, have ceased to be shapeless and 
aré approximating the cut of a fashionable 
wrap from Paris. 

Polygamy, which is permitted by law and 
favored by the Koran, is going out of fashion, 
because of the high cost of living. Only ex- 
tremely rich Turks can pey the expense of an 
extensive harem with the women just as 
free to go on shopping excursions as they 
would be in Paris or New York. 

Predictions are made that women wil} be 
demanding the ballot ‘ere long.

return to their homes. Various sections are 
subscribing thousands of dollars to pay the 
garrison soldiers to abstain from looting. 

During the last week detachments of Amer- 
ican, French, German, and British soldiers 
accompanied a car containing $300,000 from 
Tien Tsin to Peking. This consignment of 


} money came from the “ four powers *’ group 


of bankers to the Chinese finance board. 


Continues March on Peking. 

LONDON, March 16.—Gen. Sheng- Yun with 
his army of 10,000 troops from the province 
of Kan-Su, who was reported a few days 
ago to be marching on Peking after defeat- 
ing a republican army, continues his ad- 
vance on the capital in spite of the appeals 
of President Yuan Shi Kai, according to a 
dispatch from Tientsin. 

A telegram from Mukden says that Gen. 
Chang Tsao Lin is expected to march on 
Peking at any moment with an army from 
Manchuria to codperate with Gen. Sheng- 
Yun. 


AMERICAN SHIPS SENT EAST. 

Washington, D. C., March 16.-—Significant 
orders were issued from the navy department 
late today directing three of the armored 
cruisers of the Pacific fleet to proceed at 
once to the Philippine Islands for an in- 
Gefinite stay. 

The navy department will not admit that 
the big vessels are to be attached to the 
Asiatic fleet, but their arrival in the orient 
will give the United States the most power- 
ful foreign fleet, excepting that of Japan, in 
touch with Chinese waters. 

The vessels ordered to the Philippines are 
the flagship California, the South Dakota, 
and Colorado, now at Honolulu.

Dm- 
meline Pankhurst and many other leaders 
and the rank and file of the window smash- 
ing brigade are now in durance vile, serving 
sentences at “‘ hard labor,’’ was surprised at 
the state of affairs he found. 

“1 found myself,’ he said, “in a hive of 
well dressed, chattering humanity.

At service in 
the chapel, while the litany was being said, 
the women burst into laughter when the min- 
ister repeated the petition, ‘ Bless and keep 
the magistrates, giving them grace to exe- 
cute justice and maintain truth.’ 

“The seventy-six prisoners are supposed 

to be serving hard labor sentences, but none 

ie wearing prison clothes, and In only one or 

two instances have tasks of any description 

been given to the women.

BRITISH STRIKE 
LACKS VIOLENCE 


Suffering of People Less than 


Was Expected When Walk- 
out Came. 


GAINS FOR HOME RULE. 


Irish Bill Will Be Pressed in Par- 
liament Soon After Easter 
Vacation.

LONDON, March 16—The gigantic coal 
strike drags its slow length along without 
Producing any marked results and disap- 
pointing in a curious way all of the natural 
anticipations. The stock exchange remained 
calm throughout it all and kept up the prices 
of railway stocks, and, indeed, signalised 
the moment of tragic apprehension in carry~ 
ing on two active boomiets in Nigerian tin 
and Rhodesian mines. 

Similarly order is generally preserved, and 
the battle, though bitter underneath; pro- 
ceeds with apparent good humor and good 
will between the combatants. 

It is @ similar surprise that, except for 
the necessary postponement of the homerule 
bill, the political aituation remains un 
touched and even remote from the struggie 
The one or two growls from the labor leaders 
are discounted as only intended to keep in 
touch with the revolutionary Socialist wing, 
which is for the moment on top. 


Even Tories Aid Ministry. 

The Tories support the ministry largely 
because the situation is too terribly serious 
to be played with and partly because there 
is no alternative. The ministry could face 
the situation even if it were aggravated by 
@ party fight and party passion. 

Another unexpected and extraordinary ée 
velopment is the slowness with which any 
serious suffering or even embarrassment 
reaches the general public. The long notice 
given of the coming struggle induced the 
laying in of large supplies of coal, and in the 
very agony of the struggle a burst of beau- 
tiful sunny weather enabled the thrifty 
housekeeper to do without coal fires, 

One astounding result was that the coal 
sellers in London a themselves without 
an eager market. : 

Thus everything combines for the moment 
to force back the negotiators entirely on 
themselves and free them from any outside 
interference. 


Daily Mail Stirs Strife. 

The journals for the most part adopt a 
similar ettitude of benevolent neutrality, 
though the Daily Mail did attempt to make 
some party and class capital by describing 
the conflict as the selfish strike and dilating 
on the miners amusing themselves at foot- 
ball and the music halis during the struggle, 
but the popular temper refuses to be aroused 
to any partisan or hot feeling on any side, 
and London pursues the even tenor of its 
way as if everything were normal. 

The railways are the biggest sufferers, hav- 
ing lost more through the stoppege of coal 
and other goods traffic than even during the 
railway strike of last year. 

The general trade of the country, thus 
Paralyzed, would be booming as it never 
boomed before, for this year was confidently 
expected to outdistance any previous record 
of English trale. Be 

No More Taxes Needed. 

Licyd-George’s taxes are bringing In such 
gigantic results that he expectsa big surpius, 
and no necessity to put on further taxation, 

But the pinch of hunger, though delayed, 
must come soon, and in spite of the various 
setbacks and perhaps even the temporary 
breakdown of negotiations, the expectation 
lives that the struggie cannot endure much 
longer. 

It certainly cannot last till Easter, and im- 
mediately after the Easter vacation will be- 
gin the serious fight over home rule The 
postponement of the introduction of the bill 
to this date is accepted by every rational 
Irishman as inevitable, for the introduction 
of an Irish measure during the existence 
of such a national tragedy in England as the 
coal strike would have made the bill at once 
ridiculous and detested. 


‘Home Rule Plans Advance. 


Preparations for the bill are proceeding 
quietly even during this tremendous crisis. 
The cabinet committee meets frequently and 


‘everything but the last touches have been 


given to the bill. 

The Tory papers continue to publish reports 
of disagreements between the Liberal and 
Irish leaders, but there ie not one word of 
truth in these rumora. From the first of the 
negotiations the ministers accepted the prin- 
ciple that there was po use of presenting 
the Irish leaders with any bill that did not 
give a full measure of home rule, and no 
minister ie more emphatic or loye! in this 
principle than Asquith. 

Asquith’s promise to take personal charge 
of the bill and place at ite cieposal his un-~- 
rivaled parliamentary gifts hae enormously 
cheered the Iriehmen. 


Liberals Rally from Defeat. 

As I forecast, the Liberals promptly re- 
covered from their depression following the 
Manchester defeat and now the battle ory 
once more is heard universally that the 
ministry must be supported and retained in 
office for at least two years, till it fulfilis its 
program by giving Ireland home rule and 
Wales its church disestablishment.

Admirable Writer and Speaker. 


He undoubiedity deserves the preéminence 
be hag attained in the ranks of his colleagues. 
He is an admirable writer, he is an admir- 
able ‘speaker. His diction is that of a sound 
littergtéur, is at once strong, graceful, and 
picturesque, ard he argues with the close- 
ness of the logical Scotch mind. The result 
- is thet he is-always listened to with the 
profoundest attention. 

He never intervenes in any debate without 
leaving a distinct impression upon it. He is 
also typically Seotch in his fmperturbability, 
his caution, and his reasonablenéss.

Irony of Politics, 


These are achievements which would have 
made even a Radical of ten years gasp with 
astonishment, and perhaps even with a little 
horror; and yet, such is the constantly re- 
curring irony of politics, there never was a 
time when the working classes were more 
dissatisfied, and more determined to force 
0h other demands. 

Great as the. benéfits they have received, 
they still feel themselves disinherited, large- 
ly because in England the cost of living has 
kept pace with the increase of wage and 
the diminution of hours of labor. 

I interject the remark here that the supe- 
rior position -of the English workingman to 
the toller of the chief continental countries 
was brought out clearly by J. M. Robertson, 
one of the recent and also one of the ablest 
recruits to the ministry, in a speech he made 
in reply to the amendment. brought forward 
by the Tories during a recent debate. 

According to the statistics of 1905, the 
latest available report, assuming that the 
wage of Englend stood at 100, that of Ger- 
many stood at 83, that of France at 75, and 
that of Belgium at.63. Turning to hours of 
labor, assuming thoge of England as standing 
at 100,.those of Germany were 111, those of 
France 117, and those of Belgium 121. 


Discontent Is Human. 


It is human, though, not to be content, 
and so it is that the English working man 
is now more violent in temper and more 

' exacting than he has been at any time since 
he obtained the vote. This is party due 
to the undoubtedly effective Socialistic agi- 
tation. There is. scarcely a great town in 

England which, on any Sunday in the year, 
does not see the largest ‘hall filled with an 

enthusiastic audience, cheering to the echo 

a Socialist lecturer. In the decay of re- 

ligious faith among the English working 

classeg, Socialism has taken the place of a 

new religion with religious ardor and even 
- fanaticism. 

A .g00d dea! is also due to ‘that infection 
ye deas which France has always been 

e to éxercise on Europe. It is to France 
that we must look for the erection of that 
extraordinary new portent in political and 
labor movéments, whith is summed up in 

. the work *" syndi¢atism.’’ Among other ar- 

ticles in the: gospel of syndcatism is that 
the working classes are not to look for relief 
to legislature or to legislators. 

Indeed, this feeling is sometimes carried 
so far that’ even labor répresentatives in 
the house of commons and in the French 
legislature are held up to ridicule and even 
to hatred. 


Agitation in Wales. 


A further factor hase been added to the 
confusion in the labor ranks by the state 
of feeling in Wales.

Real Government Head in 
the Metropolis.

King George's action in laying, just a week 


of the London county council, on the south 
side of the Thames 2!most directly facing the 
houses of the national legislature at Wes*- 
minster, has served to call attention to the 
fact that the lord mayor of London can no 
longer be said to be the municipal or rep- 
resentative head of the British metropolts. 
his place in this respect having been taken 
by the chairman of the London couhty coun- 
cil, Edward White, whose name does not 
even figure in that volume of self-contrib- 
uted eulogy, entitled ‘* Who’s Who.’ 

The chairman has to content himself with 
the mere prefix of ‘“‘ Mr.,” and receives no 
salary. Nor has he any official precedence 
by virtue of his office; whereas the lord 
mayor of the ancient city of London is ad- 
dressed ag {* he were a peer of the realm, 
ranks ag a baron on certain occasions, ard 
as an ear’ @ Other times, and enjoys a sa’- 
ary of $5a°V 4q year, with allowances of as 
much more. a4 an official furnished resi- 
dence opposite ‘he Bank of England and 
known as the ? ansion House.

Yet the chairman of the London county 
council is, with all that, superior to the 
lord mayor, who is merely at the head of 
one of the smallest of the twenty-nine bor- 
oughs into which the metropolis of the Brit- 
ish empire is divided—ahd this superiority 
will be emphasized when the stately $10.000,- 
000 palace of the county council, surpaseing 
in magnificence and grandeur the Hotel de 
Ville‘in Paris, will have been completed. 

Strangers then looking for the seat of 
London's municipal government, and for the 
real chicf magistrate thereof, will find both 
one and the other housed in a majestic pile 
that will completely dwarf both the Mansion 
House andthe Guildhall of ¢he city. In 
one word,~it is the chairman of the London 
county council and not the lord mayor of 
London.city who is the counterpart in Great 
Britain’s capital of the mayors of Greater 
‘New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, Boston, 
Baltimore, etc. 

Each of the tweyty-nine boroughs of Lon- 
don has its own autonomous government 
in purely local matters, consisting of mayor, 
aldermen and common council. There is a 
mayor of Westminster and mayors of Ken- 
sington, of Chelsea and of Lambeth, In 
fact, there’ are twenty-nine mayors in all, 
the offices being usually held by public 
spirited and affluent citizens who give their 
services free of cost. It is only the mayor 
of the borough known as the city of Lon- 
don who is. styled, by virtue of ancient 
charter, the lord mayor, who is salaried, 
and who, having great funds at his disposa) 
for pomp and entertainment, wil] continue, 


the lead in municipal hospitality to foreign 
sovereigns and to distinguished fellow ciit- 
zens.

The city of London has a larger share of 
autonomy than the other boroughs, secured 
by charters, for the most part medieval, 
which have not yet been'repealed. For the 
city of London hes always been particularly 
vigorous in its resistance to everything in 
the nature of reform, especially when cal- 
culated to interfere with its jealously 
guarded et very often rather selfish in- 
terests. But nevertheless it is subject, like 
all the other twenty-eight boroughs, in all 
questions of metropolitan importance, and 
concerning the county of London asa whole, 
to the county council and to its chairman, 
Edward White, whom doubtless very few 
é6f my readers have ever heard of before. 

These changes have been of relatively re- 

cent date and are therefore comparatively 
unknown on this side of the Atlantic. They 
are so recent, indeed, that the London county 
council has been obliged to content itself 
hitherto. with ‘temporary quarters, partly 
in Spring Gardens arid partly on the Vic- 
toria Embankment, and has only now com- 
menced to build a suitable palace for its 
accommodation. 
Until the middle of the last century the 
entire local administration of the metropolis 
was still of the medieval character, and 
outside of the city itself a sensible syetem 
of government can hardly be said to have 
existed. Greater London was ruled, after 
a fashion, by the vestries of each parish, 
with no powers of town management. To 
meet the needs of particular localities. com- 
missioners or trustees. having powers of 
town management, were created from time 
to time by local acts of parliament. 

The resulting chaos was remarkable. In 
1855 these local acts numbered nearly three 
hundred, administered by as many boards. 
and by a number of persons serving on them, 
computed as over ten thousand. These 
persons were either self-elected or elected 
for life, or both, and therefore in no degree 
responsible to the ratepayers, There were 
also two bodies having jurisdiction over 
the whole metropolis except the city, name'y, 
the officers appointed under the metropolitan 
building act, of 1844, and the metropolitan

Then the metropolis management act of 
1855 was passed, establishing a vestry 
elected by the ratepayers, for each parish

council of the city. The metropolitan hodrd 
of works was also given certain powers of 
supervision over the vestries and took the 
place of the sewers commissioners as au- 
thority for main drainage. 

The metropolitan board of works remained 
in existence for over thirty years, during 
which time it provided London with the 
Thames Embankment anda number of new 
parks, especially in the poorer districts of 
the capital, besides clearing out many in-

Big Faetor in Decline, 


ILLINOIS CENTRAL IS WEAK. 


‘Remingler of Handicaps Under Which 


Roads Have Been Operating. 


[NEW YORK TIM@S FINANCIAL LEADER.) 

New York, March 16.—[Special. }—Foreign 
selling of stocks iri market had cons 
erable influence upon the declines recorded 
at the beginning of today’s trading. 

The unsettling suggestion in London of 
political tension and the prospect that legis- 
lation would be necessary in order to bring 
about « settiement of the British coal strike, 
whose influence upen the English market 
Was partly reflected in the day's decline in 
consola, led to rather more active selling of 
our stocks from abroad than this market had 
lately experienced. 

Coming closely upon the reaction, which 
had begun on Friday afternoon, this foreign 
selling gained added importance es an ad- 
‘verse factor upon the course of price here. 


Feeds on Poor Reports. 

It began to be realized, too, that the stock 
exchange enthusiasm had been itself 
upon some poorly founded reports, and, be- 
yond all this, there remained the fact that 
the edvance had progressed with sufficient 
rapidity to invite the selling movement which 
Friday afternoon and: today, caused « sharp 
setback in quotations. 

Renewed weakness in Illinois Central wae 
a reminder of the handicaps under which 
ralroads have been operating, but it must be 
recalled in this connection that the recent 
experience of the railroads at large has 
shown a considerable degree of improve- 
ment. Few of the stocks at] all active 
escaped the downward drift prices, and 
none that did had been at all prominent in 
the recent upward movement. Apart from 
the foreign advices, there was little news. 


Coal Stocks Yield. 

The coal stocks. including the Erie shares, 
which had held up on Friday afternoon 
against the downward movement in'the an- 
thracite group, yielded further today, but 
they lost no more, if as much, aso stocks 
which were not under the in e of @ 
threatened strike. 

The banks have again lost cash, but the 
effect of the outflow upon the reserve posi- 
tion of the clearing house institutions was 
offset by a decrease in deposits of $10,400,000, 
accompanied by a $7,800,000 contraction in 
loans.

‘By desperate fight- 
ing the people had weakened. gang rule in 
the council, so‘Yerkes turned to the state 
legislature to strengthen the council's pow- 
ers, doubtless confiding in the ability of 
himself and-his political allies, the chief of 
whom ‘was William Lorimer, to bring that 
body to a favorable view of his wants.

This. measure amended the horse and 
dummy act so as to authorize city authori- 
ties to grant franchises not of merely twenty 
years but fifty.

It per- 
mitted honcompeting companies to consol- 
idate. It provided: for a virtual prohibition | 
of competition by prohibiting ‘ the use of

DR. WILEY’S GRAVE CHARGES. 

‘Dr. Wiley’s charge that the fundamental 
principles of the pitfre food and drug act 
have been paraiyzed and discredited is one ¢ 
of the most serious made against the ad- 
ministration. . It cannot be ignored in jus- 
tice to the president or the secretary of 


agriculture. 

The fight against the drug evil and for 
common honesty in the business of prepared 
food ~was one ofthe hardest made during 
thé Roosevelt administration. And it was 
one of the most righteous and importar*. 
It ;was “fmportant not merely because it 
was for the conservation of health and life 
but because it challenged lying and cheating 
in business and set #0. a standard of fair 
dealing. ; 

‘Every decent American was back of that 
fight, and no decent American will welcome 
the loss of an inch fought for and gained at 
that time. But the enormous financial in- 
terests involved made it.from the first ap- 
papent that the reform would be fought in- 
sidiously and secretly after open fighting 
had failed. Now Dr. Wiley charges that 
“interests engaged in the manufacture of | 
| misbranded or adulterated foods and drugs 
eave esca ped punishment.” This is a very 
serious charge. + 

It is said that Dr, ‘Wiley is an extremist 
and zealot. That he puts business concerns 
to unnecessary inconvenience by his strict- 
ness of interpretation, and that the govern- | 
ment methods of superyision are unnecessa- 
rily onerous. 

As to this it may be said that if there are 

these errors, they are in the safer direction 
at this stage of the reform. Conditions 
Were so Vicious that they needed a* strong 
corrective, and a new law will never grow to 
any effect unless it is well supported at the 
beginning, when its chief work must be 
pene . 
“ The most sinister aspect of the situation 
is the known wealth and power of the in- 
terests affected by the law. The loss of a 
hard fighter,.an unflinching and unimpeach- 
able champion of the reform, is in itself 
serioiis. His explanation for his retirement 
makes it doubly alarming. 


PASS THE STRICT BILL. 

The protest against the abandonment.of 
the Nelson-Foss consular service bill made 
to Assistant Secretary of State Wilson by 
the National Business League secretary 
should be supported. The Nelson-Foss bill, 
as already described in Tur TRriBuNBs, pro- 
vides for the establishment,of a strict and 
consistent merit system in our consular serv- 
ice and the diplomatic grades below ambas- 
sador aud minister. The Sulzer bill, which 
is is proposed or approved by the state depart- 
ment, retains too much appointive power 
in the president.

Mak- 
ing all due allowance for the humor and 
animal spirits of it, ‘such a racy picture of 
successful rascality is not for the young. 
The older type of picaresque hero, the gal- 
lant highwayman of Hounslow Heath, the 
sentimental burglar, the ticket of leave man, 
all belong so obviously to the world of ro- 


| mance that the danger of a blurring of 


real standards is very slight. 

It is different with Wallingford. He walks 
into the theater from the street. His meth- 
ods and manners are only too familiar. But 
yere he carries off his dishonesty with an 
easy success. There is such a confusion 
of moral discriminations that any average 
young person may feel that his own sense of 
honor and right is rather foolish and over- 
strained. 

_A great howl goes up from purists when- 

ever certain subjects are broached fairly 
and seriously in book or play. . But the 
Wallingford play and stories go unreproved, 
though they do infinitely more hurt. Boti 
book and play would escape the censor if we 
were cursed with one. The true lessons 
would be banned. 3 

Mr. Mason’s comment ig a hint te the 
protestant parent that a little censorship of 
the reading of young America might be 
well. It is the only justifiable censorship 
and it certainly is needed. From being too 
strict, American parents have become far 
too lax both as to reading and playgoing 
fortthe young. )

segg, wife of Count Eric von Kielmansegg, 
who was for twenty-two years governor of 
Lower Austria, embracing the metropolitan 
district of Vienna, and who was for eighteen 
months prime minister of Austria. 

At the time when the countess first came 
upon the scene at Vienna, Princess Metter- 
nich was in deep mourning for the death of 
her husband, and then for her daughter, 
‘Countess Waldstein, who died in such a 
tragic manner. Afterwards the princess her- 
self was prostrated by illness, and when 
eventually she prepared to resume the soy- 
ereignty of the fetes, she found that she 
had a competitor in the person of the wife 
of the governor, who had, by virtue of her 
husband's official position, assumed the lead- 
ing role in the organization of all the fes- 
tivals of a charitable nature and otherwise, 
that endow with so much gayety and bril- 
liancy the Viennese season. 

The Austrian ,capital gained by the return 
of Princess Pauline. For a merry war en- 
sued between two ladies, each having her 
own set of followers, the bourgeoisie and 
artistic world gradually flocking around 
Countess Kiélmannsegg, while the old aris- 
tocracy remained true in its allegiance to 
Princess Pauline.

HE tissues of the human body are ai- 
vided into hard workers, such as 
brain, kidney, and muscle, and those 
which merely stand and serve, such 
as bone and fat. 

Of the workers, the muscles comprise the 
largest part. Their weight is 65 per cent 
of the body weight, after the bone weight 
has been subtracted. They do more than 
65 per cent of the work. The brain sleeps, 
hat the heart and breathing muscles work 
on through the resting hours. 

The most = aka reason for eating is 
that the mustles may have food; for breath- 

»ing, that they may have air. If the mus- 
cles are burning up food! properly, the 
stomach will take care of itself. 

The real reason of dyspepsia and indiges- 
tion is in the muscles. The place where food 
is burned into waste is not in the kidneys 
or the liver butin the muscles. The kidneys 
and the liver merely eliminate the ashes as 
the lungs eliminate the smoke.

Muscle movement squeezes juices, rich 
“4 waste products, out of the tissue spaces 
and into the blood vessels, where circulation 
is more active. 

Flabby, soft mtscles mean severa! things. 
In the first place, they mean that 65 per cent 
of the man is not much man—is in a poor 
state of vigor. Besides that, they mean 
poor breathing, poor burning up of waste, 
clogged sewers all over his body, a certain 
amount of lowered resistance, and prema- 
ture senility. 

Every man needs muscular exercise. No 
man’s work gives all his muscles the needed 
exercise. About nine-tenths of men are 
engaged in work requiring physica] labor, 
yet these, too, require some form of play 
to exercise muscles unused in their work, to 
empty the dead ends of their sewers—for 
such inactive muscles. 

Properly planned, play, after the day’s 
work is done, is restful to the mind and the 
body. As to housewives, brain workers, 
clerks, and office workers, there is no need 
of arguing that their muscles are flabby, 
their circulation poor, their digestion 
troublesome, their biliousness frequent, and 

that these call for better muscular develop- 
ment.

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Every flabby person is willing to admit 
that he ought to take more exercise, but sys- 
tems take time and apparatus.

I took this and paid back the other 
company with al] its unearned usury, leaving 
me in cash about $25. On this we lived seven 
weeks till I got another place. 

“ This last place was at much lower wages; 
I had to take what I could get. They would 
only give me $18 a week. If I had trouble to 
meet those payments before on a $380 a week 
selary, you can guess what trouble I had now. 
I didn’t want to fall iphind with the house; 
the loan shark was yelling for his money. I 
went to a salary loah company and got a 
small amount. This seemed to help a little 
and I made my payment on the house. But 
T was gut of money again the next minute 
ané I had had to pay $3 for the use of $10 for 
one month. Then came a forced layoff of 
two weekse—business was poor that sum mer, 
I began Dorrowing from other companies, 
$10, $15, $20, wherever I could getit. I was 
desperate. The money went to whatever 
debt was giving me the most trouble. 


Deeper and Deeper in Debt. 

“It is easy to see what happened to me, I 
got further behind. Each time I borrowed to 
pay off some one, my debt was made larger. 
At last one of the loan to whom I 
had made a $5 payment only the day before. 
fled on my wages. My employer warned 
me that it must not occuragain. I borrowed 
from arother shark and paid off this claim. 

“ Now, what am I to do? I can’t borrow 
anywhere else. I have used up my credit 
with the sharks.

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a broker, or something far removed from a 
usurer. The usurers love to call themselves 
many things, anything, in fact, except loan 
shark, Their advertising literature resounds 
with the language of respectable and legiti- 
mate business. They are always conduct- 
ing brokerages, banks, agencies; they are 
always associated with retired capitalists 
and others who lend their eid to the enter- 
prise ‘far more™ through motives of phil- 
anthropy than a desire for profit. . 

Among the various methods of bestowing 
upon a loan shark business an alr of “ tone” 
is to call it a’ bank. For instance, a: bor- 
rower at the South Side Savings bank might, 
with reason, assume he was doing business 
with a bank of the usual pattern.

Usurer Poses as Banker. 

This bank issues a pass book which, in 
general appearance, is just like those issued 
by ordinary savings banks. The book has 
4 number‘and a cover to keep it cleam There 
is the usual notification that the book must 
mM presented when money is deposited or 
Inside there are several pages 
of rules dealing with savings depositars and 
their accounts, just as in any banking book, 
There are spaces for deposits and with- 
drawals. Some of the customers are actual 
depositers; others are merely borrowers, 
Payments on loans are entered in such a Way 
as to appear to be deposits. In fact, the 
only thing likely to strike the eye as in 


‘any way unusual is a small printed state- 
ment on the inside of the back cover which

month commencing —— 196." This is 
filled in with the amount to be paid, but 
there is nothing to indicate the rate of 
interest.

A good example of such is the folder 
issued by the West Side Lean company, 
which displays over its solicitation of busi- 
ness the helpful words, ‘*‘ Cheer up.”’

The tendency is to live faster and 
try to keep pace with millionaires, with the 
result that instead of saving money a big 
percentage of salaried workers are in debt.

Of course there 
was a chance that some of the bonds would 
not be Worth par, but if & persen uses good 
judgment it very rarely happens that he 
loses. While goyernment bonds are the 
safest kind of an investment, they do not 
pay as much interest as do those tasued by 
street railway companies and. other public 
service corporations, 

“ At the time of my marriage I was getting 
about $3 a day, and it took a good many 
years of hard work to accumulate the $5,000 
necessary for the purchase’ of my home. 
When I took the bonds to the bank for sale 
I received a premium on every one of them, 
in addition to the compound interest they 
had been Grawing all that time. I tell you 
it gives a feilow a lot of satisfaction to be 
able to pay apot cash for his home. 

“ But I didn’t stop then. I have been at it 
ever since, and when | retire, which will 
probably be ip a short time, I will not haveto 
depend on ahy one for support.

During all of my 42 years 
of service I never once asked for a raise in 
pay. It came unsolicited, which is the way 
it should be.

And here comes a chance for 
economy—if a father or grown brother has 
a suit—we will say of blue serge of first class 
quelity—which has been discarded before it 
is worm to any extent, this can be ripped 
apert, thoroughly waehed in soap tree bark, 
and preseed while sufficiently damp to iron 
perfectly smooth. This means that each 
piece must be froned until there is no sug- 
geation of dampness.

If the meteria] will look better to be turned 
the other side out for the new suit, that 
will be all right, and the pressing will, of 
course, be done on what was the right side 
originally. 

Several illustrations are given which it 
should. be possible to use for a sult made 
from @ large one. It will be best ta buy a 
pattern as nearly as possible like the style 
desired, and then either compare the rarious 
parte of the pattern with the gorresponding 
pheces of some suit that fite well or else take 
the most important measures and apply 
these carefully to the pattern before going 
any further. . 

The chest ure, which shotld be taken 
cloge around the body, up under the arms, is 
a good measure; the shoulder, under arm 
seam, 4s well as the front and back lengths, 
and the neck and sleeve lengths. In the 
trousers, the waist, insidf and outside leg 
lengths. With these measures verified, or 
changed if necessary, in the pattern, it will 
be ¢afe to lay the pattern-on for cufting. 
There ie no upand down that haa to be laoked 

out for in serge, so pieces \will.often ft into 
oné another, the top of one fitting into the” 
bettem of anot | 

Do Bot do any cutting unti!! every piece 
has beén provided for. If any pfecing is nec- 
essary, do it on the straight of the goods 
and préss the seam’open. Do not be guided 
impiicitiy by notches in putting seame to-. 
gether—of course pieces bearing correspond- 
ing notehes go together, but it often happens. 
that the notches should not be made to meet 
exactly unless one wants a twisted seam. In 
the leg seams of the trousers and the sleeve 
seams this more often happens.

In pinning these seams together, prepara- 
tory to basting, lay out on a table and tee 
if the fold of the trouper leg, or the outside 
fold of the sleeve is absolutely emooth.

Lay 
a traced edge under the folded right edge 
of the blouse and/ baste and stitch down 
twice, the first time close to the edge 
and the second one-half inch ineide. 

The.jeft front is facéd and on the vest 
side, there should be a tape. basted under 
the traced line and to this flat eyes should be 
sewed. Hooks are sewed to the left side 
of the blouse to correspond. Small bone 
matching the suit in color are 
sewed down each side of the front, in 
groups of ‘three, there being four groupe 
and the highest one starting just at the 
bottom of the little standing neck band. 

Narrow straps are stitched to the under 
arm seams, well below the waist to hold 
in place a narrow belt which can be made 
of the suit materia! or patent leather.

The sleeves are made the same as those 
“ Peter Thompson ”’ suits; they are cut from 
a one piece pattern, and the fullness at the 
wrist is laid in shallow plaits going towards | 
the inside s¢am. This makes @ narrow box 
plait at the fold of the sleeve on the out~_ 
side. These plaits are laid to a cuff depth | 
and are stitched their length on the edge 
of the fold, This style is easily laundered 
and is becoming and attractive.

Hat Department Good Field. 

The women’s hat department is also an- 
other favorite working place ofthe woman 
pocketbook thief..' There the aid .of a con- 
federate is needed, and their efforts have 
resulted in the ‘theft of man}.a poeketbook. 

Usually q woman. buying & hat. places her 
purse on the counter or a table, sd that 
she may have both hands frée. Then she 
puta her old hat on top of that. : She is loox- 
ing in the glass at. the new hat; but usually, 
for the reason that it is séparated from her. 
also keeping one eye. on ‘that purse and hat. 
Then is whem the confedérates do their work. 
One edges hear the hat and pocketbook. The 
other gets on the opposite side of the buyer.

When you're trying on a hat and have 
placed your pocketbook out of reach, don’t be-’ 
come interested if there's a commotion nearby. 
It’s a ruse to get your money. — 

Don’t wear those popular bags that hang 
over the shoulder when you go shopping. A 
thief will cut the cords and leave you only the 


When at a bargain counter and reaching 
for something, don’t let your pocketbook hang 
back where a thief can open it. 

Don’t believe the woman pickpocket is easy 
to catch and convict. She's the hardest sort of 
criminal in the world to “get the goods on." 

There are more feminmé “ “nippers* than 

Don’t shy from the poor appearing woman 


to allow the rich looking one to brush against 
you. “Nippers” are nearly always well dressed” 


in it. They work with such deftness, such 
swiftness, that you seldom can detect them. 
Besides that, you are too careless About your 
money to catch them. Time after time I 
have walked through the store in which I 
am employed, and have seen women stand- 
ing around, waiting for change or for a 


- bundle, with their pocketbooks hanging over 


their arms—and open! I have warned them 
of the danger of pickpockets. Sometimes 
they have taken the hint. More than often, 
however, they resent the suggestion that they 
could be robbed. And often those same 
women hare reported to me later that they 
had lost their pocketbooks, and “where von 
earth it could have gone is beyond compre- 
hension.” 

But if they only knew it, it is easy to 
understand. While that woman was reach- 
ing far over a counter for a bargain per- 
haps she allowed her pocketbook hand to 
remain far behind her. She was intent on 
what she was reaching for. She did not 
realize that a well dressed woman, perhaps 
in seal skin or marabou, had walked close 
to.that outstretched hand, covered the actions 
of her “working hand” with her rug muff 
or a large package, deftly touched the knobs 
which governed the opening of the pocket- 
book, taken the purse within, and passed on. 

* 


Victims Prepare the Way. 

Or the theft may have been in the cruch 

which surrounds any one of the counters or 
the doorway of the store. Women make 
things so easy for these thieves that they 
do not need much outside aid in the working 
out of their schemes. The ordinary purse 
that is carried by women shoppers is an in- 
vitation to steal. It is so easily opened and 
rifled without the owner’s knowledge that a 
woman of loose morals feels that there’s no 
reason on earth for working for a living 
when she can steal so easily. 
And there are still other echemes of the 
woman “poke nipper” to watch. Many of 
them use young girls or boys who become 
friendly with the shopper and who elicit 
from her petting and “ mothering.” 


Often, odes these circumstances, a pat on 
a juvenile cheek may mean that the patter 
will. have to borrow from friends to Hide 


home. For while the coddling of the “dear 


young child” “has been going on the- thiev- 
ing mistress of the child will be working 


her trade of Stealing, and working it hard.

She told the 
story of a woman Fagin who made a prac- 
tice of training children to steal, and wh» 
took their profits, giving.them a share of all 
they “earned.” When this. girl's room: was 
searched several thousand dollars in jewelry 
and other valuables was found. That girl 
had become an expert at the science of 
pocketbook nabbing, and she was not more 
than 17 years old.

Precautions in Carrying Purse. 

Thete is another thing to remember, also, 
when you ate shopping. If you must carry 
a purse instend of a handbag, be sure not 
to carry it in a pocket where half of it will 
stick out in view. \I see that done q hundred 
times a day in these stores, and half the 
women who are robbed are persons who 
are in a habit of carrying their money that 
way. It is even easier to steal the purse 
that is carried this way than it is te open 
the chatelaine with the. simple double knobs.

Un Christmas, -birthdays, and other impor- 
tant points in her girlhood the father adds 
to the sum, so there is usually a snug com- 
petence by the tinte she is old epough to . be- 
come a bride. 

Shortly before the wedding day the settle- 
ment is arranged in a businesslike fashion. 

Marriage is an expensive affair for the 
girl’s family, because her parents are ex- 
pected to furnish the trousseau, besides, and 
give the wedding breakfast.

Dowry Custom in Germany. 

The custom of dot or dowry prevails in 
Germany, though the amounts are a great 
deal smaller. This is probably because -the 
Germans have more daughters and the wealth 
is less than in the French family of the same 
social class. 

The dot is given differently in Germany. 
Only a part of it is in money—a good share 
comes in household furnishifgs and linens. 
When a girl reaches the age of 15 she and 
her mother sit down together and begin to 
make by hand all the linens that she will 
need for herself and her household for years. 
By the time the girl is 18 and ready to be 
married she has great chests of fine linen. 
A German bride is prouder of the linens she 
has helped to make than she is of the money 
she is bringing as her wedding portion. 

With the officers and the higher nobility the 
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declares an officer cannot marry unlese be bas 
$25,000. 1t goes without saying he can not 
make this with his salary. Then if he is in 
debt the parents of the girl he marries must, 
besides giving her the $25,000, pay these debts. 
This is arranged in a tactful way. Instead 
of handing over his bills to her parefts, the 
officer puts them on a trunk. The father 
picks them up and proceeds to pay them at 
bis leisure. 
* * 
Rank Determines Size of Dot. 

The size of the dot is rated by the rank 
of the man. Men with great titles, like 
prince, duke, and count, command the best. 
High officers come next, followed by lawyers, 
doctors, architects, etc., with tradesmen rated 


embroideries predominate. The marriage is 
often a costly affair. There is much feast- 
ing at a Ruaéian wedding. The banquet 
often extends five hours.“ Most of the things 
on the table have a symbolic meaning. The 
almond cake indicates the bridegroom's prom- 
ise to be faithful in providing her with lux- 
uries and happiness, the bread and salt pledge 
him to furnish ber with all the necessaries 
of life. 

It used to be the custom among all classes 
and it is sometimes even now common with

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low on the marriage market. Since Ger- 
many, however, has made wonderful strides 
in commercial lines, merchants have risen 
considerably and command a better price 
than in bygone days. 

In most every part ‘of Europe—except 
England, where girls often marry without 
dowry, a girl is expected to bring her mar- 
riage portion, which usually ingludes money, 
trousseau, and linens. In certain countries, 
such as Italy, where incomes are small, it 
is hard for families to dower their children. 
In some cities the church sometimes dowers 
every year a certain number of marriageable 
girls. These dots are small. In fact, all 
in Italy are, as compared with France and 
Germany. Ten thousand dollars is consid- 
ered a large amount to set aside for a girl's 
wedding portion in Italy. 

But this does not include the amount spent 
for the trousseau, usually about $2,000. This 
does not incinde the linens the family has 
been collecting since the girl was a baby. 
The greatest luxury is often shown in the 
trousseau. The ambition for a fine corredo 
or trousseau is coveted by every girl of every 
class. - Among the richer class the settle 


ment is often made first by the parents and

The dowry always has played an important 
part in marriage in Egypt, but the shoe is on 
the other foot—the bridegroom gives it. After 
an Egyptian has made his choice of a girl 
he goes to a weekel, or deputy, who keeps 
account of the afmount of money the parents 
expect to get for giving ap their daughter. 
The gift is as imperative from the young 
man in Egypt as it is for the parents of 
Fe et 
countries.

Bachelors are ab 
horred, aud a man who is not married once is 
considered strange. The Chinese sometimes 
eontract marriages for their children when 
they are born and even before they are born.

Wives Taken for Agreed Term. 

The poorer people take their wives for an 
agreed term and buy and sell them at pleas- 
ure. Sometimes men repudiate their wives, 
and marry again every: year. In earlier 
days a common price paid for a bride was 
about $100, but sometimes they pay five times 
that amount if the girl is young ang pretty. 
The bride’s parents are expected to do their 
share in furnishing the trousseau and the 
household furnishings. 

In China if a girl or boy dies before they 
are betrothed the contract is drawn up just 
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as if they were alive. 
the usual presents to the young man, 


He counts it on a table in view of the 
guests. If the girl’s folk are wealthy they 
will not be ovtdone by their future son-in- 
law and they present an equal sum of mone. 
A marriage contract is sot valid unless the 


» young man gives the money he has promised 


and the girl's pareats do their part by die 
playing a dowry of clothes and finery aad 
household effects.

Strange Methods of “ Wooing.” 

Anotber method of “wooing” is for the 
swain to get a friend to act as his accom 
plice. Scmetimes they watch and prowl 
around several days waiting their chanee, 
On some dark, stormy night they will crawl 
into the tent whege the girl is sleeping: They 
wind their spears in the girl’s hair and she 
awakens with « start. But she does net 
scream and fo''ows her captors without @ 
word.

Affairs of the Theater 


in News and Comment. | 


- By Percy Hammond. 


To Mr. Gunn's impatient dissent from. the orthodox critical 
opinion of the delectable “ Sumurun ” and pantomime in general, 
a word may be appended. .The story of that adventure will not 
be told, however, for it has been widely read in the Book of 
Camaralzaman— | 

“The Book of rocs, 

Sandalwood, ivory, turbans, ambergris, 

Cream tarts, and lettered apes, and calenders, 

And ghouls and genies . . . 

The sole, unparalleled. Arabian Nights”— — 
And, therefore, is a familiar fable. Besides, its incidents are 
described in a musical préludé-récited vy Herr Richard Feher, 
reclining more or less mystically against an automobile adver 
tisement at the Garrick ; and they are also to be found in synopsis 
in the play bill. The red slave girl; the jealous dwarf who eats 
the deadly bhang for love of her; the sleek Nur-al-Din; ‘the 
Princess Sumurun, the favorite wanton o: the ferocious sheik; the 


hideous, snake charming old woman, and all the other figures are - a 


woven into an odorous garland of Just and murder—and with 
that bleak summary detail, like the characters in the play, will 
be abandoned. | ‘ . 

But the German pentomimists have published remarks intt- 
mating their displeasure with the reception of “ Sumurun”™. in 
Chicago. Candor, being the seal of noble minds, is an interesting 
virtue; and dne of the most fascinating features of the perform- 
ance of “Sumurun” is the mild glare of patient contempt and 
scorn with which Herr. Feher, as Nur-al-Din, the cloth merchant, 
sits in front of his booth and regards the bewildered little a@udi- 
ences at the Garrick. First he seems to count them, then he 
analyzes them, idly, not disdainful nor contumelious, not per- 
‘plexed' nor derisive, but curious and unconcerned. As one who 


should say of a desert—this is different and useless, but it is 


a desert, and I can say ‘that I havé seen it. Persons who sit in 


the front rows report that they writhe under this bland scrutiny, 


and are glad when the licentious Sumurun comes along and 
enti¢es Herr Feher into the harem, via a Balzacian basket of 
fabrics. and stuffs. It would be a pity if this discovery of’ Herr 
Feher’s attitude ‘toward us would cause him to change it, because 
it is a wonderwork of submissive and intolerant disapproval.

Explaining the Small Attendanc e. 

That these delightful artists may not return to Germany with- 
out some excuse to offer for the neglect of them in Chicago, there 
may be set down briefly a word or two of explanation. One may 
be frank with them, as they have been frank with us, We know 
of Prof. Reinhardt and bis magic by reports from Berlin and 
London; bis theory that simple lines, colors, and masses can 
suggest environment, modd, and atmosphere; that shafts and 
podls of light’ arid harmonies of shadow may take the place of 
the dismal electric conventions; that imagination is much. more 
.to be depended. upon for beauty than much canvas and paint— 
all are familiar. Reams bave been printed and read, presumably, 
abst “Tie Miracle” in London, and the work of Prof. Rein- 
hbardt’s forerunner, Mr. Gordon. Craig, “On.the Art of the 
Theater,” is,a part of our cultural curriculum. So the idea of 
“ Sumurun ”:-is.known and understood; after a fashion, perhaps, 
but known and understood. 

The manner of presenting “Sumurun” at the Garrick, how- 
ever, does not give us a fair chance to rave over Reinhardt. 
The limited area of the Garrick stage forbids the effect of dis- 
tance; the shabby fabrics in which the actors are dressed hin- 
ders the sensuous beauty which should be one of “ Sumurun’s” 
chief appeals; the music is atrociously played, and the clowns, 
having been epprised of our density in such matters, overdo 
their épileptic comedy until it: becomes impertinent. Visitors to 
“Sumurun ” in Londén say that these unfunny antics were much 
less obtrusive there than here. In short, “ Sumurun” is not well 
done at the Garrick; the presentation in many aspects is as bad 
as the audiences which view it. | 

From this fault finding one must except, of course, the fas- 
cinating Friulein Constantine, whose cruel smile, eloquent move- 
ments, and handsome person are employed with such simplicity 
and directness. as the dancing girl. Miss Herzog, too, as the 
maid of Sumurun, and Miss Eibenschutz, as Sumurun herself, 
catch a capricious sense of the orient, and Mr. Oeleff displays 
vivid pantomime as the dwarf. Nowhere in the performance is 
‘the Reinhardt manner in such beautifu] exposition as in the 
lovely panorama of the sheik’s. return to the harem. The long 
white wall, lit dimly ‘in rose and azure, showing the palace’s 
black. mifarets against which as a background the figures of 
the play pass in graceful silhouette, is an incomparable picture, 
and makes one long for others like:it. The sheik’s chamber, also, 
with its solitary light, ite effects in black and orange, a color for 
which Herr Reinhardt cherishes a lively passion, is a stimulating 
thing, though marred by lack of a more spacious stage. Regards 
ing the use of the runway from an entrance by way of the fourth 
walt an Oak Park’ correspondent writes- interestingly that “I can 
see how, in the @dipus,. with a more definite Theban locale, it 


., would ,be violeat.:. But+do you not: think that it- gave here an 


admirable impressién of’ an ‘entrance from Nowhere, which 
eould have been accomplished in no other way so effectively? 
The gigantic entering figure of Nur-al-Din seemed to be partie 
ularly successful—from the parquet.” ; !

New Interest in Wordless Plays. 

Six months ago any theatrical manager or sophisticated pseudo- 
critic of the stage would Have taken solemn oath to the effect that 
pantomime was-dead in this country, dead beyond recall. But 
now this most ancient of the histrionic arts seems to be in the 
first flush of a restrréction. With “Sumurun”™ surpassing 
 Chantecler” and the Drama Players as a topic of conversation 
and comment,-and with Martin Beck announcing brief English 
pantomimes for the mew’ Palace- theater, the followers of theat- 
rical affairs, both of the intellectual cultist and the Rialto gossip 
type, are discovering new interest in miming without words. 


It isa striking fact, however, that pantomimes have to be im-
